The Thanksgiving Berry.

and set away in a cold 
place, but, 


where the w ater will not freeze, and' 
the berries will keep all winter. If 
berries are reasonable in the fall, 
it is best to put some away' in iars i 
for use through the winter, advises 
an old cooking magazine.

ent of sugar, for to make it even| 
eatable at must have half its meas-, 
ure of sugar.
